weeks, but plans a meeting next 
week to bring Hiss and Whittaker 
j Chambers face to face. 


The member who says he w’lll 
I demand an investigation of the 
j "leak” told reporters; 


“ It is obviou ; from reading the 
I papers that someone violated that 
oath. As soon as the full commit- 
1 tee meets again, I intend to take 
this up and find out who is guilty. 
It is a fine thing for a committee 
questioning Hie word of witnesses 
to have an oath violated by some­ 
one officially connected with it.”

and as having taken an "oath of 
secrecy;’’

It hints that the whole question 
of whether to bares or cover the 
bp began with a Roman , named 
Scipio African us who inaugurated 
the ‘barbarous custom” of shaving 
daily. 
In 
defense of 
Heme it 
should be pointed out that ancient 
art work dating long before the 
days of Rome, those of the Egypt­ 
ians, for instance, depict a nota­ 
ble absence 
of 
mustaches. 
It 
can’t be proved that the ancient 
Egyptians shaved their whiskers 
off; they 
may have 
had other 
methods. 


Beards and mustache 
were in 
vogue long after Rome, also, but 
in the beginning of the nineteenth 
century the fashion changed and 
.somehow the mustache grew to 
be a prerogative of the 
military 
man. This could have 
aeon in­ 
spired by the soldierly Sikhs of 
India, 
who not only

change, and in 1907 there was a 
strike of waiters in Paris over a 
rule 
forbidding them to 
grow’

This is a 
prudent 
precaution,

receive injections of the new drug. 
Improvement in his condition af­ 
ter the injections was described bt 
first remarkable, the story said, but 
the improvement was temporary, 
causing hopes for the new Hrug to 
fade. 
The paper noted, that teropterin 
still is in the experim ental stage. 
It said the lessons learned from its 
use “ may provide valuable clues to 
the cancer problem,” but declared 
“ doctors cautioned that the drug 
must not be considered a cure for 
cancer.” 
Ruth had entered Memorial Hos­ 
pital last June for further treat­ 
ment. 
On Ju ly 
26, he left his hospital 
bed long enough to attend the pre­ 
miere of “ The Babe Ruth Story,” 
the film version of his life. He re­ 
mained through only part of the 
picture. 
When word of Ruth’s death was 
received, former President Herb­ 
ert Hoover said at his suite at the 
Waldorf-Astoria Hotel 
that 
the 
Babe was “ one of the great sports­ 
men of the United States.” 
Gov. Thomas E. Dewey said in 
a statement at Albany that “ George 
Herman Ruth was the idol of m il­ 
lions of sports-loving 
Americans

Well, if America

awake to the

Communism it isn't the fault of a 
fate which staged the amazing es­ 
cape of the Russian school mistress 
from Soviet diplomats in the heart 
of New York City. 
Conan Doyle never dreamed up 
anything more startling 
than the 
case of Mrs. Oksana S. Kosenkina. 
But maybe we had to learn the 
truths of life by seeing her hurl 
herself to grave injury 
from the 
third story window of the Soviet 
consulate where she says she was 
imprisoned. Perhaps we also had to 
witness the drama of Michael I. 
Samarine, another Russian teacher, 
who fled to asylum with his family, 
rather than be 
returned to the 
Soviet Union. 
If we needed anything to cross 
the T ’s and dot the I s for us, it 
was Soviet Foreign Minister Molo­ 
tov’s brusque demand that both 
these teachers be surrendered im­ 
mediately to Soviet 
authorities. 
This was before the consulate had 
taken Mrs. Kosenkina away from 
the white Russians by whom she 
had been given refuge near New 
York. She now is in a hospital, 
closely guarded by city police. 
The most shocking 
aspect of 
these rases is that Soviet officials 
would dare to exhibit such brazen 
effrontery in a foreign country. 
Britain broke off diplomatic rela­ 
tions with Moscow for less than 
this back in the early days of the 
Soviet Union. And America with­ 
held recognition of the Moscow 
government until 1933 for smalelt 
sins. 
% 
However, the Bolshevists have 
been taking advantage of their al­ 
lies’ tolerance since the war. They 
even have gone to the extent of 
carrying out wholesale spying in 
Britain, Canada 
and the United 
States, as was brought out by Can­ 
ada’s exposure of the great Red 
spy-ring. 
The Communists also have re­ 
ceived much encouragement from 
the lenient attitude of self-styled 
“ liberals” who have 
maintained 
that anything done in the name of 
a political ideology must be O. K. 
These free-thinkers have shrug- 
ged-off the fact that Communism 
has been overthrowing govern­ 
ments by force right and left in 
eastern Europe ever since the war. 
The drama of the Russian school 
teachers is likely to hammer home 
the stark truth about Bolshevism 
as nothing else could do. It shows 
to just what desperate lengths 
Communism is prepared to go, 
even risking a rupture of ,diplo­ 
matic relations with a friendly 
country.

We doubt if the sug­ 
gestion will be carried out. 
When a 
committee from the

defense department brought in a report con­ 
taining this recommendation it suggested 
that the guard companies which have been 
well organized, be taken into the arm y and 
that the states start a1! over again to organ­ 
ize new militia for any military* uses found 
necessary. The states then would have to 
assume the arduous and costly task of com­ 
pletely organizing a new mi ii’ary service. 
Opponents declare that this is only an­ 
other step in moves by the U. S. Army of­ 
ficials to increase then own bureaucratic 
power and that 
the record marie 
bv th* 
arm y in its organization of its own reserve? 
does not inspire confidence that the Nation­ 
al Guard would be improved by U S. Arm 
control. 
lf the army needs a new reserve branch, 
the sensible thing would be to set tin army 
to work to organize on* on a pattern to fit 
the need exactly. The National G uard al­ 
ready fits the needs of the states; it would 
not make sense, nor would it be just, to

THOUGH very complicated in 
ut rupture, the knee is not a versa­ 
tile joint. It can bend or straighten, 
hut it cannot, like certain other 
joints, execute a circular movernen’. 
Thus, it does not withstand well, 
sudden forceful movcn ents which 
invoke twisting of tho leg

which results in injury to the knee, 
College boys who play foot ball and 
miners who dig coal have one thing 
in common—both are familiar with 
the type of knee injury which re­ 
sells from tearing of the cartilage 
within the joint, became it occurs 
so often in connection with their 
work or sport. 


Tarn farlilage* 


The symptom* of torn cartilages 
in the joint are pain and tenderness 
in the kl ce, and locking of the joint 
in a half-btnt position, followed in 
a few hours by swelling. The joint 
w 111 suddenly unlock, either by it­ 
self or following manipulation, and 
there is immediate relief from pain 
ami discomfort. However, there are 
recut rent attacks of the locking and 
pain which are usually less severe 
than the flint attack. These recur­ 
rent attacks a te brought on 
by a 
•light twist or strain of the knee. 
Theie is a test which can be made 
to aid in determining whethm* or 
not. torn cartilages are present. The 
patient lies down and relaxer Then 
the foot is firmly grnsped by the 
physician arui the knee is bern as 
much ss possible until th*’ heel 
approac hes the buttock. The foot is 
then turned outward and the leg 
bent outward at the knee.

When an injury to the knee oc- 
, curs, of course, an X-ray examina­ 
tion should be made. However, the 
I X ray w ill not show a tear in the 
'-cartilages unless some of the car* 
I tiiage has broken off and is free 
; in tho joint. Such a hit of material 
; in the joint is called a loose body. 
Such a loose body, coming from 
rome condition other than tearing 
j of the cartilage, may cause symp­ 
toms much like those of a torn car- 
| Mage. When this let of material 
' gets caught between the bone sur­ 
faces that make up the joint, there 
may be locking and acute pain. 
I 
Strain of the ligaments may also 
1 produce symptoms like those of |*ar- 
tilage tears. 
Treatment for the tear* depends 
upon the extent of the damage. If 
the joint is locked when first seen 
by the physician, manipulation may 
be carried out to get the cartilage 
back into proper position. Then a 
firm bandage or splint may be put 
on. If the manipulation is not suc­ 
cessful, an operation, which consists 
of removing the cartilage, must be 
carried out. If the condition recurs 
several times, operation always is 
advisable, since some permanent in­ 
jury to the joint may occur if the 
disorder is allowed to continue.

Find Hopewell 
Indians Lived 
In Wisconsin 


Seat of Moundbuilder 
Culture W as Located 
Near Washington C. H. 


Residents of 
this 
community 
who study Indian Moundbuilders 
and Moundbuilder Lore, (they were 
all Interns) are deeply interested 
in reports ut moundbuilder burials 
unearthed near Madison, Wiscon­ 
sin, which, for the first time, show 
that 
the Hopewell 
Culture 
of 
Indians also resided in Wisconsin, 
although the seat 
of the 
whole 
tribe seems to have been in Ohio 
and centered around mounds in 
Ross County and environs. 
Recently some rare finds were 
made in a mound excavated on 
the Ater land along U. S. 35 just 
east 
of 
Frankfort, 
and it 
was 
established that the 
mound was 
defintely of the Hopewell Culture 
The Hopewell Mounds proper 
are located in 
a valley 
southeast 
of Sulphur Lick Hotel, along the 
B & O. Railroad, in Ross County. 
These mounds have been excavat­ 
ed and leveled otf. A ll were within 
an earthen enclosure which con­ 
tains some 25 to 30 acres, and the 
earthen wall is still readily traced. 
A great many i n t e r e s t i n g 
artifacts were removed from the 
Hopewell group, including some 
articles showing a high degree of 
skill and ingenuity. Firsf excavat­ 
ing was done by Squire and Davis, 
who sold most of the arifacts tb 
the museum in London, England, 
and 
to 
the 
Field Museum 
in 
Chicago. 
Regarding the 
recent find in 
Wisconsin, an 
Associated Press 
report out of Madison says: 
“ The unearthing of skeletal re­ 
mains of lour prehistoric Indians 
near here was described today by 
Dr. Andrew Whiteford of Beloit 
College as 
one of the 
most im ­ 
portant art-haeological finds ever 
made in southern Wisconsin. 
“ Dr. Whiteford, a professor of 
anthropology, 
said the 
remains 
had been identified as belonging 
to the Hopewell Culture, an In ­ 
dian civilization which flourished 
at least 15 centuries ago. 
“ The remains were uncovered 
by a rofld-building crew. 
“ Dr. Whiteford said the skele­ 
tons were found in an excellent 
state 
of preservation 
‘probably 
because of the mound-like grave 
where 
drainage has 
been good, 
and the clay in which they were 
imbedded.’ ” 
"A fema le skull included a per­ 
fect set o f teeth, he sa id. 
“ Mrs. M ary Seward of the State 
Historical Society, said the Hope­ 
w e ll developed agriculture, a dis­ 
til.ct ive type 
of pottery, 
copper 
handcraft and a trading system 
which covered most of the North 
American continent. 
“ Unearthing of the remains, Dr. 
Whiteford said, was the first evi­ 
dence to prove the tribe had lived 
in Wisconsin. He said the seat of 
Hopewell Culture was in Ohio. 
and it was known the Indians also 
lived in Minnesota.”
